Thia 
fact, coupled with the boy's stoical indiffer* 
enoe and the fact that he had a quarrel with 
his mother in tha morning, make thinga 
look rather bad for the lad. He washed hia 
' hands in a creek near the hotise, and explalna 
that by saying the gnats bothered him, hia 
hands being covered with blood.

QiwaaoAthaiU-iatadBoatona 
that burned opposite this city, August 8, 
1866. He waa at the wheel when the 
alarm of ftra waa glfan, bnt retained hie 
coolness and courage, and ran the 
burning boat on the Aberdeen Bar. He 
then escaped forward from the pilot 
house, not saving anything except the 
clothing he was wearing. He then suc- 
ceeded in saving .Mrs. .Spilman, wife of 
the pastor of the Presbyterian Church, 
this city, from the flames, althongh she 
died in a few days from her injuries.
